“ I'm sitting cross-legged in my 
small tent on a cool, damp African 
evening. 
It rained a

awhile ago and the sky is overcast. 
“ You have probably wondered 
why I don't date my letters— it is 
not allowed. 
Also they have no 
V’ mail facilities here so no V mail. 
I hope this isn t too long in reach­ 
ing you. 
“ In my first letter I didn’t say 
a great deal. 
I’ll try to do better 
this time. 
Our sea trip was all 
right except for my not being a 
very good sailor. 
"We are near a bright, modern- 
appearing city and all the country­ 
side is 
covered 
with 
luxuriant 
looking grass upon which herds 
of 
cows 
feed. 
The countryside 
abounds in poppies 
and 
other 
flowers. 
There are 
many 
Arab 
homes, all fenced in with long 
brown limestone, some in very in­ 
tricate designs. Some fences seem 
to be made of stucco. Within these 
walls are carefully cultivated gar­ 
dens, shrubbery and 
trees, 
plus 
pink, white, purple and red ger- 
) alliums, morning glorys, nastur­ 
tiums and other native flowers. 
“ Last night I went to a nearby 
French barracks and it, too, was 
very picturesque. 
It looked like 
a racing stable and flowers men­ 
tioned above climbed up the side 
of the yellowish colored buildings 
with their maroon painted shut­ 
ters. 
Our boys co over and buy 
their bread, pastries, 
wine 
and 
bi or. 
None of it appealed to me. 
I could read some of the French 
un nouncements but my four years 
of studying the French language 
are so far back I'm a bit rusty. 
The bread is shaped just like our 
rye bread and is five -francs, or 
U n cents a loaf. 
“ Not far off from here is per­ 
haps one of the 
most 
beautiful 
emeterles for irs size you might 
pe to see. 
Nearly all man so­ 
li urns 
are 
filled 
with 
neatly 
I roomed trees and plants, plus the 
flowers. 
Yes, this is a strange 
land, to find such beauty and such 
poverty as prevails 
among

A rn bs. 
“This morning we 
wont

town to get a shower at the Red

They also have 
snack bar where you can get 
doughnuts and coffee, and how

they 
tasted! 
Afterwards 
while waiting for our truck, a 
1'*\v of us walked down the streets 
Arab vendors are all about and 
the few stores in this section sold 
leather 
goods, 
sandals, 
trinkets 
and rugs. 
I'm not so sure they 
were real orientals but they felt 
and had the appearance of being 
so. 
Lot of interesting patterns. 
“ In all the streets, as a rule, 
you find a boulevard 
of 
shade 
trees. 
I can't make up my mind 
w hether so-called modern Ameri- 
* n architecture is a take-off from 
w Tat I’ve seen here or not. 
Most 
i f the buildings are like Frank 
Lloyd Wright creations. 
All of 
the 
buildings 
are of stone or 
smooth stucco. 
Most are cream or 
w hite in color and some have mul­ 
ticolored inlaid designs.
